are working at Essen in the munition 
nnd war material factories. Most of 
these men get there through the machi- 
nations of what this "escaped" Hol- 
lander calls "Seelenerkaufer"—Cohen 
& Ossendegner of, Hotterdam, who 
seem to act as agents for supplying 
Germany with greatly needed labor. 
^Eighty or ninety men a day generally 
JBnd their way across the border by 
toeans of their agents, lured by the 
jprospect of very high wages and goofl 
food. What they find in reality and 
bow next to Impossible it is made for 
them to return to their own country 
Is thus told !n the Hollander's words: 


No Return Pass Given. 


' "When this firm of agents secured 
my services they did not mention war 
work," he said. "I was given to under- 
stand that field labor and trade work 
was required. Also I was promised 
:hat I could return any Saturday to 
Holland to stay through Sunday. The 
promised wages were high and foot 
was said to be plentiful. I accepted 
my pass was ready In a few moments. 
but 1 did not know that the .signatures 
and vises required for my return to 
Holland had been omitted, as they al- 
ways are in the passes given by these 
agents, no doubt because they know 
perfectly well that after a -week in 
ftermany no single Hollander would 
ever think of returning there after his 
week-end in, Holland. 


"Soon after my entrance upon Ger- 


man soil at Elten,'where I found sev- 
eral compatriots like myself, we were 
met by an agent from an 'arbelts bu- 
reau,' who secured our services for 
Bhellmaklng at Krupp's by telling us 
that food was good there and wages 
very high. 
He said that In other 


branches of labor food was but Indlf 
ferent and the wages nothing like 
Krupp's, so we men went to Essen 
How good the food was there you can 
Judge of by the fact that my welghi 
was reduced by 24 pounds while there. 


"For breakfast we received two 


Bllces of bread without any butter or 
Cat whatever. For dinner potato soup 
that left us hungry an Dour afte* 
eating. Then in the evening again 
two slices of bread like at breakfast. 
It the Hollander felt too ill or feeble 
to -work the German* limply took a-n 
his oed ±rom tinder him to make bin 
get tip. On, yes, there is a doctor, Ira 
be always diagnoses the Bamo. 
'you 


can -work—It you don't work you wont 
eat'—Went arbeltcn—nlctb. easea,' as 
we used to put It, 


i "The laborers are banned by the 600 
(together in barracks, which are bn 
Insufficiently warmed and imperfectly 
cleaned. Typhus claims many victims. 
In the barracks where I was housel 
I found four men lying dead ot typhus 
beside my crib one morning. After a 
few days of this sort of thing It Is no 
to be wondered at that many Holland 
era try In every way to get back to 
their country, although the vises on 
their pusses are lacking. 


"If they are captured they are 


thrown into prison for a fortnight on 
bread and water. If they survive they 
are then drafted back to Krupp's, and 
set to work again, 
prouurtlon is 


pushed to the utmost. Numbers of sol- 
diers nre employed as a change from 
the front, and these men are BO afrak 
of being again sent to the front thai 
they would rather work themselves to 
death at Krupp's. 


Where Deported Belgians Work. 
"Deported Belgians and French pris- 


'oners of war also work at Krupp's. 
jDisclpllne Is strictly enforced, and any 
utterances of anti-German views are 
at once punished. 


"I got the impression that Germany 


flung Itself like mad into munition 
work as its last card. But raw ma- 
terial is getting scarce, especially cop- 
per. In Essen all copper faucets and 
the like had already been replaced by 
(Iron and tin. The general idea In Ger- 
Znany Is that the war can be prolonged 
*t the utmost for another half year, so 
,they are employing their last forces 
!for a supreme effort. 
i "Every evening at Krupp's alarms Is 
made—'Flieger Gemeldet' [airplanes 
reported]. All lights are then cxtin- 
Igulsbed. 
This is done so that we 


ehonld not know^ when flyers really 
.came to bombard the factories. No one 
jls allowed to talk of the damage done 
by allied bombs, and the newspapers 
,ore enjoined to keep silence on these 
matters. Still. I can say that some 
damage has been done, although I cna- 
not say how much nor exactly where. 
On the other hand, stories likely to 
stimulate the energy of the people are 
eagerly promulgated, such as those of 
enormous submarines of dreadnought 
type, of guns that can shoot 00 kilo- 
meters that are soon to be used against 
the allied armlet;."

.Lord Northcliffe was one of the early 


bc-nelicirries of the census. lie asked 
if the state could furnish him with the 
names rnd addresses of 1,000 or more 
British subjects. 
Almost by return 


mail he received a list of 6,500 and 
as rapidly ^thereafter as the names 
cruld be transcribed from the records 
this list was increased to 85,000.

was deeply impressed with the value 
of the census, as he could not fail to 
be by such a tremendous response to 
his request, and declared that if Kng- 
land had taken such a census at the

ISvery trade and every line of com-

$4,771,990 APPROPRIATED TO 


COVER OPERATIONS. . 


Specialists Appointed to Commis- 


sion to Help Soldiers and 


Stricken Civilians.

A far-reaching program of war re- 


lief now la being carried on In Italy 
under the direction of the American 
Red Cross permanent' Italian Relief 
Expedition, headed by Mr. Robert P. 
Perkins of New York city. "This com- 
mission recently arrived at Rome, 
where It was welcomed by Italian of- 
ficials. 


The expenditure of $1,6G2,018 to 


cover the cost of operations in Italy in 
the Immediate future will come under 
the supervision of the permanent com- 
mission.

Why don't American women 
teach the French how to use cornmeal? 
Just five cooks sent from here could 
accomplish wonders. 


"The French," continued Mrs. Cram, 


"are learning many things about the 
people of my adopted land. They have 
found that the American whom they 
once despised as wholly commercial 
has ideals like their own. The coming 
of Pershlng and his men Is the cause 
of this change of opinion. They are 
beginning to understand each other— 
France and- America—and the deep 
affection growing between them will 
continue after the war. 


"You 
should see the IIUlo French 


boy when he meets an American sol- 
dier. For o. moment he is silent from 
awe, 
and then lie shouts half rever- 


ently, half joyfully. The American 1' 
Such hero worship you never saw! 
And you should see one of those Amer- 
ican youngsters in khaki as he walks 
up tho street amid the awed greetings 
of his little admirers. He draws him- 
self up and throws out his chest and 
looks as proud as a king." 


Parting Wedged Drinking Glasses. 


•Drinking glasses and similar articles 
often become wedged together so firm- 
ly that It Is difficult to part them with- 
out damage. A simple method of part- 
Ing glasses Is to pour cold water into 
the Inner glass nnd set the wedged 
glasses upright in a dish of warm water, 
which should then be gradually heated 
by pouring liol water into It.

This will not stop any mm- 
nute leak except temporarily and the 
rubber walls of the hose are apt to be- 
come broken. Tighten gradually and 
the leak will be cured.

come here. The big clerical force will 
bo distributed in part nmoiifj the fami- 
lies of the city—who, almost, without 
exception, are enlhiisiastie'over the op- 
portunity of playing host to the Ameri- 
cans—and in part will be housed in 
huge barracks in the outskirts of. the 
city.
